Aitona’sBrown€oal 


The history of the origin, 
discovery and development of 
Altona‘s brown coal has for long 
been an untold story. 


Most Altona residents haye some 
knowledge of the early mining activities 
and their relation to Altona‘s develop- 
ment. However, there never has been a 
complete and coherent record of all the 
associated activities extending over half 
@ century. 

After a most outstanding and ex- 
tensive historical research Mr. Allan J. 
Clark, secretary of the Altona Historical 
Society has compiled just such an account. 

The story is not complete —- some 
missing ends have so far defied elucida- 
tion. But it is safe to say that all who read 
the account will be far better informed on 
Altona’s brown coal. 

Apart from its historical importance 
it is an interesting story in its own right. 
Extending over four weeks the Altona Star 
will publish this history commencing in. 
next week’s issue. 

Associated with its publication a dis- 
play of brown coal, etc. referred to in the 
articles will be shown at the Altona City 
Public Library.

Altona Council is opposing the 
application by the Industrial Waste 
Collection company to use the quarry 
hole off Millers Road, Altona North, 
as a rubbish tip — an offensive 


trade. 


Earlier this month the 
company lodged a formal 
application to use the 
quarry for dumping rubbish. 

This use would be detri- 
mental to the surrounding 
residential area, said Cr. 
Harry Weaver at a meeting 
of Council. He moved that 
Council oppose the applica- 
tion.

Originally, the Board. of 
Works ‘and Altona Council 
had agreed that Slough’s 
Jand should be light in- 
dustrial, but Slough Estates 
lodged an objection with the 
Board asking that a sub- 
stantial area alongside the 
Geelong railway (South 
side), be available for gen- 
eral industrial. Council was 
not advised of this objection.

Weaver first sought to 
have the item deferred to 
give Altona time te pre 
pare a case against this 
objection. This move failed. 
Cr. Weaver then raised 
strong arguments against 
the proposal, These were: 


1. That Altona Council 
opposes any reduction of 
the light industrial zone. 

2. The Geelong railway 
line is a good line of de- 
marcation and has always 
been considered in any dis- 
cussions between the Coun- 
cil and Sloughs as a_ suit- 
able boundary between light) 
and general industry. (On 
the other side of the line 
where Union Carbide and 
Altona Petrochemic: are 
established). *
